FOSTER’S WEATHER BULLETIN. 


(Copyrighted 1906, by W. T. Foster.) 
V arlington, D. C.,Sept. 22.—Last bulletin gave forecasts of 
disturbance to cross continent 19 to 23, warm wave 18 to 22, 
cool wave 2 l to 25. 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast 
about 23, cross west of Rockies country by close of 24, great cen­ 
tral valley 25 to 2?, eastern states 28. 
Warm wave will cross 
west of Rockies about 23, great central valleys 25, eastein states 
27. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about 26, great central 
valleys 28, eastern states 30. 
Last part of September will be colder than I sometime ago 
announced and some severe frosts may be expect farther south 
than usual, propably touching the northern edges of the cotton 
belt. 
Warm wave of this disturbance will not reach high tem­ 
peratures, while, in the northern states, the cool wave following 
it will bring cold weather. 
Last disturbance of September will reach Pacific coast about 
28, cross west of Rockies by close of 29, great central valleys 30 
to October 2 , eastern states 3. 
Warm wave will cross west of 
Rockies aboil) 28. great central valleys 30, eastern states Oct. 2. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about October I, great cen­ 
tral valleys 3, eastern states 5. 
This.disturbance will cause a great rise in temperature with 
some increase in the force of storms, not much rain, and other­ 
wise about normal weather for the season. 
Force or intensity of weather features will be greater than 
usual immediately following 8 ept. 2 2 , and temperature will av- 
erage below the normal. 
Coldest part of the month will reach 
meridian 90 not far from 27, a little earlier west of that line; a 
little later east of it. 
While the corn crop is below that of 1905 it is above the ten 
year average. 
For Sept. I the government reports place the con­ 
ditions of Iowa corn 6 per cent above same time last year and 
Ohio 9 per cent. 
Missouri is reported ll, Illinois 8, Kansas 2 , 
Nebraska 8, Indiana 4 per cent below. 
These seven states pro­ 
duce about all the surplus corn and the report indicates less sale 
than in 1905. 
The 60 days drouth in the corn belt, correctly foretold in 
these bulletins, cut the grass and hay crop seriously and also the 
oat crop, consequently live stock is in in poor condition and the 
demands for corn will be much increased on the farms for feed. 
The laws of supply and demand would require higher prices for 
corn than in in 1905, but the greed of the great speculators de­ 
mands lower prices till they get all they want and then they will 
let prices go up. 


SCIENCE NOTES. 


The weather bureau announces that their long range fore­ 
casts depend on whether the output of heat from the sun occurs 
in regular periods. 
They just as well admit that their theory 
is a failure. 
Force, not heat, comes from the sun and that force 
is changed to heat after it reaches our atmosphere. 
As that sun 
force is caused to vary by the movements of the planets the heat 
generated in our atmosphere ie extremely irregular. 
I predict that within twelve months they will give up their 
sun heat theory and accept planetary meteorology.
